Medical  Officer’s  Report. 


Moorside, 

Little  Hulton, 

April  5th,  1915. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ltttle  Hulton  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Eighteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Little  Hulton 
District  for  the  year  1914. 

Area  of  District  in  Statute  Acres  ...  ...  1699

Births  registered  during  the  year  were  191  (98  males,  and 
93  females),  a  decrease  of  five  on  last  year,  and  equal  to  a  rate  of 
22*3  per  1000  of  the  population. 

Deaths  in  the  District  numbered  98  (48  males,  50  females), 
equal  to  a  rate  of  12  per  1000;  and  including  the  “  Transferable 
Deaths,”  viz.,  of  residents  who  have  died  outside,  106  (55  males, 
51  females),  fourteen  less  than  last  year,  and  corresponding  to  a  rate 
of  iyo6  per  1000. 

Increment  of  Life,  viz.,  the  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths, 
including  Transferable  Deaths,  was  85  (43  males,  42  females),  as 
against  76  (44  males,  32  females)  in  1913.

“Whooping  Cough”  1,  “Influenza”  1,  “Phthisis”  4,  “Tuberculous 
Meningitis”  1,  “Cancer”  5,  “Meningitis”  3,  “  Heart  Disease”  2, 
“  Bronchitis  ”  19,  “  Pneumonia  ”  5,  “  Diarrhoea  ”  2,  “  Appendicitis  ” 
1,  “  Cirrhosis  of  Liver  ”  1,  “  Kidney  Diseases  ”  8,  “  Parturition  ”  1, 
“Congenital  Debility”  n,  “Violent  Deaths’^,  “  Other  Defined 
Diseases”  33,  Total  106. 


Infantile  Mortality* — The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
numbered  17,  a  decrease  of  8  as  compared  with  last  year,  and 
equivalent  to  a  rate  of  89  per  1000  births  as  against  1 27^54  in  1913. 
The  causes  of  death  were: — “Measles”  1,  “Convulsions”  3, 
“Bronchitis”  1,  “Pneumonia”  1,  “Diarrhoea”  2,  “Congenital 
Malformations”  1,  “Premature  Birth”  2,  “Atrophy,  Debility, 
&c.”  6.  Of  the  above,  3  were  under  two  weeks  old  ;  3  were  under 
three  months  ;  5  under  six  months  ;  and  2  under  nine  months. 


Zymotic  Mortality  , — The  seven  principal  diseases,  viz.,  Small¬ 
pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarr- 
hoeal  Diseases,  and  Diphtheria  account  for  seven  deaths,  nine  less 
than  last  year  ;  two  being  due  to  Measles,  one  to  Whooping  Cough, 
two  to  Enteric  Fever  and  two  to  Diarrhceal  Diseases,  corresponding 
to  a  rate  of  0-84  per  1000. 

Respiratory  Diseases. —The  three  main  diseases,  viz., 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy  caused  23  deaths,  four  less 
than  last  year,  giving  a  rate  equal  to  2.8  per  1000.  Five  of  these 
were  under  two  years  old,  and  seven  were  over  sixty-five  years. 

Infectious  Diseases*— Fifty-eight  cases  were  notified,  seventeen 
being  Tuberculous  Diseases.  I  have  visited  all  these  premises,  and 
details  of  each  case,  sanitary  defects,  &c.,  have  been  laid  before  you. 

Diphtheria  (including  Membranous  Croup). — Five  cases  were 
notified  and  one  was  removed  to  hospital. 

Erysipelas*— Two  cases  were  notified  as  against  four  last  year. 

Scarlet  Fever*—  Seventy-five  cases  were  notified,  sixteen  of 
which  were  removed  to  hospital.  Most  of  these  were  children, 
resident  in  East  Ward. 
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Enteric  Fever* — Seven  cases  were  notified,  and  five  were 
removed  to  hospital.  Two  proved  fatal,  one  in  hospital  and  one 
at  home. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Two  cases  were  notified. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis* — Nine  cases  were  notified,  one  less 
than  last  year.  Four  deaths  occurred,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  0-49 
per  1000.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  Sanatoria  accommodation,  I  regret 
that  you  have  not  been  able  to  secure  beds  even  for  cases  in  the 
early  stages  of  the  disease,  and  any  provision  for  the  advanced 
cases,  which  are  the  source  of  danger  to  others,  seems  out  of  the 
question. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis*— Eight  cases  were  notified, 
mostly  of  Cervical  Glands  in  children  examined  at  the  schools.  One 
death  occurred  from  Tuberculous  Meningitis. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  neither  of  which  are,  as  yet, 
included  in  your  list,  caused  three  deaths,  viz.,  two  from  Measles 
and  one  from  Whooping  Cough.  I  am  indebted  to  the  School 
Officials  for  information,  especially  as  regards  these  and  other 
non-notifiable  diseases. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  &c.,  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  in 
many  respects  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Some  required 
structural  alterations  have  been  made,  but  more  attention  ought  to 
be  given,  especially  as  regards  the  handling  of  the  milk,  to  personal 
and  general  cleanliness,  &c. 

Water  Supply  has  been  in  every  way  satisfactory. 

Factories  and  Workshops* — Thirty  inspections  have  been 
made  during  the  year  and  the  defects  observed  have  been  remedied 
without  having  to  send  written  notice.  Radically  the  Tripe 
Dressing  Premises  are  no  more  satisfactory  than  they  were,  and 
drastic  steps  ought  to  be  taken  to  put  them  in  a  more  sanitary 
condition. 
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The  Housing  of  the  Working  Glasses  Act* — 178  Dwelling 
Houses  have  been  visited  by  Mr.  Davies,  the  Surveyor,  &c.,  and 
some  200  defects  of  various  kinds  were  found,  of  these  104  have 
already  been  attended  to.  The  block  of  houses  to  which  I  drew 
your  particular  attention  in  my  last  Annual  Report  have  been  very 
considerably  altered  and  improved,  and  the  work  is  not  yet 
completed. 

General  Sanitary  Matters. — This  year  your  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee  have  made,  with  me,  several  inspections  of  different  parts  of 
the  district,  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  these  insanitary  areas  being 
altogether  altered.  Improvements,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  have 
already  been  made. 

The  Scavenging  is  still  as  it  was,  in  the  hands  of  Contractors, 
and  as  I  have  often  before  stated,  it  will  in  my  opinion,  never  be 
done  as  you  would  wish  until  you  take  it  under  your  own  control. 

The  Mortuary  is  still  in  abeyance. 

There  is  a  great  requirement  generally  in  the  District  for 
houses,  especially  with  three  bedrooms. 

Finally  I  may  congratulate  you  on  many  improved  conditions, 
and  the  year’s  Health  Records  will,  I  am  sure,  be  a  source  of 
gratification  to  you.

To  plagarise  an  old  saying,  it  is  evident  that  nuisances,  like 
the  poor,  are  always  with  us,  and  therefore  it  is  necessary  that  a 
watchful  eye  should  be  kept  over  all  premises,  so  as  to  be  sure  none 
remain  with  us  any  longer  than  it  takes  to  get  rid  of  them. 

The  fact  that  only  5  statutory  notices  have  had  to  be  served  to 
obtain  the  abatement  of  194  nuisances  shows  how  willing  the  persons 
concerned  are  to  have  their  premises  kept  in  a  proper  state.  Many 
times  the  occupiers  are  to  blame  for  the  continuance  of  a  nuisance 
owing  to  the  fact  that  they  have  not  spoken  to  their  landlord,  and 
his  first  intimation  is  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

The  diminution  in  Water  Closet  conversions  is  much  to  be 
regretted  though  36  have  been  changed  out  of  the  57  reported,  the 
remaining  21  will  be  converted  at  an  early  date  in  accordance  with 
a  promise  already  made  by  the  owner. 

The  bakehouses,  slaughterhouses,  and  factories  have  all  been 
kept  in  a  fair  condition,  no  cause  for  complaint  having  arisen  in 
regard  to  any  sanitary  matter. 

Observations  made  as  to  smoke  emissions  have  again  demons¬ 
trated  that  we  are  favourably  placed,  in  no  case  could  fault  be  found.

There  have  been  54  cases  of  various  infectious  diseases,  viz. : — 
7  Typhoid,  25  Scarlet  Fever,  5  Diphtheria,  2  Erysipelas,  2 
Poliomyelitis  and  Oph.  Neonatorum,  and  13  of  Pul.  Tuberculosis 
or  various  forms  of  that  disease. 

Usually  the  cases  are  more  or  less  uniformly  distributed  in  the 
district,  but  this  time  we  have  rather  altered  circumstances-— 6 
Tuberculosis  cases  were  from  the  schools,  and  were  only  affections 
of  the  Cervical  Glands. 

Two  of  the  Diphtheric  cases  were  in  one  house  and  arose  from 
contact  with  another  case  out  of  this  district. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  also  as  easily  traced,  3  in  one  family, 
and  3  families  with  2  each  and  2  cases  direct  contacts,  and  many 
of  the  other  cases  showing  a  similar  reason. 

The  spraying  of  the  schools  is  still  carried  out  month  by  month, 
and  I  think  with  great  advantage.

Surveyors  Annual  Report  for  1914. 


The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Little  Hulton  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

It  is  the  most  lean  year  for  the  building  trade  in  my  experience 
of  Little  Hulton. 

Eleven  houses  have  been  brought  into  occupation  during  the 
year,  but  there  has  not  been  erected  in  the  area  which  is  under  your 
government  one  single  house  during  the  whole  of  the  past  12  months- 
I  look  in  vain  for  some  satisfactory  reason.  It  is  certainly  a 
condition  of  affairs  which  calls  for  your  most  serious  consideration 
as  it  means  that’the  progress  of  the  district  is  very  much  jeopardised, 
and  that  whatever  numerical  increase  there  may  be  ;  its  tendency  is 
most  surely  towards  overcrowding.  Any  district  with  only  .5%  of 
empty  houses  cannot  by  any  stretch  of  imagination  be  called  over¬ 
built.  There  is  much  eligible  building  land  available  for  cottages. 
There  are  also  suitable  sites  for  works,  with  good  water  services 
and  fairly  easy  access  to  railways  and  undoubtedly  some  endeavour 
should  be  made  to  encourage  the  use  of  the  resources  and  the 
accommodation  within  our  boundaries. 
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HIGHWAYS. 

The  main  portion  of  the  Highway  work  was  got  in  hand  early 
in  the  year  as  much  better  work  is  done  when  the  weather  is 
favourable. 

Tar  Macadam  formed  one  portion  of  this  work  and  extended 
from  Mountskip  Lane  to  nearly  Bridgewater  Street,  missing  the 
portion  of  roadway  over  the  London  &  North  Western  Railway. 
The  surface  of  the  roadway  was  scarified  ;  it  having  previously  been 
targrouted  macadam,  and  the  ground  was  excavated  to  a  depth  of 
12"  below  the  finished  surface,  and  then  ballasted  and  steam  rolled, 
afterwards  4"  of  Pwllheli,  2J"  Tarmacadam  was  laid  on,  and  ij"  of 
Tarred  Chippings,  the  whole  rolled  and  consolidated  to  4"  thick 
and  floated  over  with  pitch  and  dust  to  form  a  water  sealed  road. 
It  was  unfortunate  that  during  the  work  we  had  some  heavy  and 
continuous  rain.  In  the  real  success  of  this  kind  of  road  surface 
very  much  depends  on  the  weather  as  well  as  on  the  general  making 
up  of  the  road. 

However  I  am  persuaded  we  may  consider  it  is  proving 
satisfactory.  The  area  of  this  work  was  13840  square  feet,  and  cost 
£622  os.  3d,  The  amount  allowed  by  the  County  Council  being 
C610. 

Granite  Paving. — This  work  has  been  done  in  sections,  one 
length  being  from  Moorside  Farm  to  opposite  162,  Manchester  Road 
East,  and  a  portion  at  Greenheys  from  Clarke  Street  to  opposite 
384,  Manchester  Road  West,  also  a  section  from  Mountskip  to 
opposite  432,  Manchester  Road  East.  The  amount  allowed  for  the 
work  being  /*68o.  The  portion  of  this  work  done  on  Manchester 
Road  East  has  a  concrete  foundation,  but  at  Greenheys  the  existing 
bed  seemed  to  be  quite  strong  and  so  we  paved  on  the  top  of  it 
without  concreting. 

Cleggs  Lane  Widening  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
^457  os.  3d.  which  is  ^17  os.  3d.  more  than  estimated  ;  but 
several  matters  arose  which  added  to  the  expense. 
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There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  improvement  of  Cleggs 
Lane  generally,  and  to  traffic  facilities  in  particular,  in  view  of  the 
trams  now  running  along  that  road. 


The  west  side  of  the  tramway  in  Cleggs  Lane  has  also  been 
repaved  from  the  London  &  North  Western  Railway  to  70  yards 
beyond  the  Ellesmere  Mineral  Railway.  In  expectation  of  the 
tramway  being  laid  this  portion  of  roadway  had  been  neglected  for 
a  year  or  two  and  had  got  into  a  very  bad  state. 


The  Manchester  Road  Widening  has  made  good  progress 
during  the  year  and  I  am  trusting  to  be  able  to  complete  it  next 
year  as  you  have  already  decided  to  reconstruct  this  portion  of 
roadway  from  Highfield  Road  to  Roscoe’s  Colliery  Lane,  and  the 
two  sections  of  work  can  therefore  be  taken  in  hand  together,  if  the 
County  Authorities  give  their  consent.  It  is  a  pity  the  old  Kenyon 
premises  could  not  be  taken  down  and  when  rebuilt  put  on  to  a 
better  building  line  and  at  a  more  convenient  level  to  the  roadway. 


The  County  Authority  again  tar-sprayed  the  macadam  side  of 
Manchester  Road,  and  a  portion  of  Cleggs  Lane  with  very  good 
results.  While  the  effect  of  it  was  very  beneficial,  I  am  still  of  the 
opinion  that  ordinary  water  bound  macadam  should  be  thus  treated 
twice  in  the  year,  first  as  early  as  the  weather  will  allow  and  second 
towards  the  end  of  summer  ;  if  the  full  value  of  tar-spraying  is  to 
make  itself  felt. 


The  Secondary  Roads. — Hilton  Lane  and  Peel  Lane  have 
each  had  there  respective  amounts  expended  on  them  and  they  are 
both  in  fair  condition  though  not  all  they  might  be.  I  would  like 
to  see  the  widening  of  Hilton  Lane  from  Burgess  Farm  to  the 
Ellesmere  Mineral  Railway  taken  in  hand.  I  think  this  could  be 
done  if  the  authorities  were  approached. 

Scavenging  of  Streets  is  still  a  matter  of  great  importance,  and 
year  by  year  only  adds  to  the  store  of  knowledge  which  goes  to  show 
the  value  of  regularly  cleaned  surfaces,  and  I  feel  sure  if  we  only 
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possessed  the  means  of  washing  them  as  is  done  in  many  large 
towns  we  should  receive  the  benefit  in  health.  As  it  is,  the  dirt  in 
the  streets  in  dry  windy  weather  is  blown  about,  and  especially 
provision  shops  situate  on  the  roadside  have  great  difficulty  in 
keeping  their  stock  of  provisions  in  as  nice  and  enticing  appearances 
as  they  would  like.  Money  spent  on  this  cleansing  of  the  streets 
will  of  a  certainty  bring  its  own  reward. 

Lighting.-— Well  lighted  streets  and  roadways  are  of  greater 
necessity  than  ever  and  although  we  do  at  times  experience  some 
slight  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  best  of  satisfactory  lights  yet  I 
am  sure  you  may  be  congratulated  on  generally  having  splendid 
lights.  In  one  or  two  isolated  cases  the  lights  are  not  appreciated 
as  they  ought  to.be,  damage  being  done  of  such  a  nature  as  to  give 
the  impression  that  it  is  wilful.  At  a  few  important  spots  the  lights 
are  turned  on  and  off  automatically  by  clockwork  controllers. 

Road  Traffic,-— During  this  year  a  Census  of  the  road  traffic 
has  been  taken  but  unfortunately  the  time  was  not  opportune  and  I 
do  not  think  we  got  quite  a  normal  return,  as  the  war  broke  out 
during  the  census  week.  However  it  proves  that  with  a  bad  week 
our  traffic  averages  about  1,000  tons  per  day. 


SEWAGE  WORKS, 

Ellenbrook  Works. — -For  some  considerable  time  past  the 
need  had  been  felt  for  further  accommodation  in  the  shape  of  tanks, 
and  during  the  past  year  two  storm  tanks  have  been  constructed  at 
the  west  side  of  the  ground,  their  total  capacity  being  about  iooooo 
gallons  and  equal  to  nearly  one  days  dry  weather  flow.  The  sides 
and  bottom  being  of  6  to  i  concrete  and  faced  up.  They  have 
floating  arms  with  6"  valves,  there  being  in  addition  two  6"  dia.  pipe 
outlets  to  each  tank.  During  the  inflow  in  time  of  storm  the  valve 
is  closed  and  the  ordinary  overflow  is  in  use  until  the  storm  ceases. 
Then  the  valve  is  opened  and  in  this  manner  only  surface  water  is 
drawn  off  until  the  sediment  is  reached.  This  sediment  is  then 
cleaned  out  of  the  tank  or  tanks  and  the  whole  tank  cleaned  and 
ready  for  the  next  operation.

During  the  latter  part  ot  December  and  the  early  part  of 
January  both  of  these  tanks  were  in  constant  action  owing  to  the 
continued  rainfall,  and  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  their  use  has  been 
of  very  great  advantage  to  the  filters. 

Owing  to  the  formation  of  the  ground  level  the  depth  of  these 
storm  tanks  are  about  4ft.  3ms.  but  the  actual  working  depth  is 
only  3ft. 

Worsley  Road  Works. — These  works  have  required  much 
more  than  the  usual  attention  during  the  year. 

The  catchpit  has  required  emptying  oftener  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  arrange  and  shape  our  land  there  so  that  this  could  be 
done  by  gravitation  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  get  the  maximum 
advantage  with  the  least  expenditure. 

Certain  repairs  are  now  becoming  quite  imperative  and  will 
require  to  be  done  during  this  year  at  both  Worsley  Road  and 
Ellenbrook  Works.  Brickwork  is  becoming  perished  and  leakages 
from  the  tanks  are  taking  place.  An  open  channel  would  also  be 
an  advantage  at  Ellenbrook  between  the  first  manhole  on  the  works 
and  the  first  catchpit. 

As  more  and  more  water  closets  are  added  on  to  the  sewage 
system  a  greater  volume  of  sewage  will  have  to  be  treated  and  the 
works  enlarged.  When  the  present  works  were  brought  into 
existence  there  were  very  few  water  closets  in  the  area,  but  the 
sanitary  improvement  occasioned  by  the  water  carriage  system  is 
now  well  understood  and  believed  in,  and  only  the  expense  of 
changing  together  with  the  preposterous  requirements  of  the  water¬ 
works  committee  stand  in  the  way  of  a  general  reconstruction. 
Progress  is  however  being  made  though  slowly. 
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Subjoined  is  a  list  of  the  returns  made  in  regard  to  the  samples 
taken.

The  above  tabulated  results  show  that  we  have  improved  on  the 
last  years  working,  but  we  have  no  margin  of  excellence  and  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  there  will  have  to  be  a  change  in  the  filtering 
medium  at  a  very  early  date,  there  being  much  evidence  that  the 
present  material,  which  has  been  in  use  for  15  years,  is  quite  broken 
up  and  thoroughly  saturated.

The  inspections  under  the  above  Act  have  been  continued 
during  the  past  12  months  and  178  houses  have  been  inspected. 

This  is  somewhat  of  a  recovery  from  last  and  has  been  made 
possible  owing  to  the  assistance  rendered  by  Mr.  Cooke  the 
Honorary  Assistant  Inspector. 

During  the  Inspection  204  defects  have  been  found,  none  of 
which  were  of  such  a  nature  as  to  make  the  house  unfit  for 
habitation.

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The  defects  noted  as  not  having  been  put  in  order  arise  on 
properties  in  regard  to  which  special  circumstances  occur. 

• 

In  one  case  there  are  12  houses  in  the  hands  of  estate  agents 
who  collect  for  the  exors.  of  the  real  owners,  17  exist  here.  Fifty-two 
prevail  on  properties  that  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  a  similar  manner. 
Fourteen  are  on  property  that  has  just  changed  owners,  and  the 
property  where  the  remaining  21  are  is  at  present  being  put  in  order. 

The  owners  of  the  block  of  nine  houses  mentioned  in  the  last 
paragraph  of  the  report  of  1913  finally  decided  to  put  them  into 
habitable  condition,  and  have  taken  down  a  portion  of  one  house,  put 
new  windows  and  stairs  wherever  required,  made  those  windows  to 
open  that  were  otherwise  good,  re-boarded  all  defective  bedrooms, 
floors,  put  gas  fittings  into  every  house, and  beautified  them,  rebuilt  all 
dangerous  chimney  stacks,  and  pointed  the  remainder  and  made  all 
flashings  good  and  pointed  all  walls  ;  also  fixed  water  closets  to  the 
houses,  made  some  yards  good,  and  all  materials  are  now  on  the 
property  to  complete  the  work  which  is  now  only  on  the  outside  of 
the  premises.
